Party Members Personally 
Responsible 


Every Party member is to be re- 
snonsible-for carrying out the Party, 
Soviet or industrial work entrusted to 
him. The role of the Party as the 
vanguard of the working class obli- 
gates every Party member to fully | 
qualify himself to excel his work, | 
standing as an example of one who 
masters and has first-class knowl- 
edge of his work. The Party card is 
not a sign or privilege, but first of 
all, one of duty. 


Party Members as Models 


The revised Party by-laws state 
that as a member of the Party in 
power in the Soviet State “the Party 
member is obliged to be an example 
of firm workers’ discipline, te master 
his work, and to raise his degree of 
skill continually.” 

The by-laws outline a plan by 
which the Party can be strengthened 
by the organization of a group of 
sympathizers drawn from the ranks 
of the best and most active workers 
and peasants. It is planned to in- 
volve these sympathizers in Party 
work and to draw them closer to the 
Party. The enrolled sympathizer, re- 
garded as schooling himself for Par- 
ty membership, must carry out the 
Party’s directives. 

Admission to the Party, suspended 
during the period of Party cleansing, 
will be resumed in the middle of 1934 
throughout the. Soviet Union, when 
the Party cleansing ends. 


New Soviet Control Committee 

To improve the check-up of work 
done and the inspection of all Soviet 
offices a Soviet Control Committee is 
to be elected by the Party Congress, to 
work under the direction of the Coun- 
cil of People’s Commissars. This Con- 
trol Committee is to take the place of 
the existing Workers’ and Peasants’ 
Inspection, the abolition of which is 
proposed. 

The Party Congress is to replace 
the Central Control Commission by 
the Party Control Committee, to be 
elected at the Congress and directed 
by one of the Party secretaries. Its 
duties will comprise the strengthen- 
ing of inspection and control of the 
carrying out of Party decisions and 
the reinforcing of Party discipline, 

Merciless Maes Criticiam 

The report pays special attention 
to the work of the Soviets and the 
trade unions for the improvement of 
the governmental and industrial ap- 
paratus. It provides:for the organiza- 
tion of Yoass control of the activities 
of the organs of management and 
the destruction of bureaucratic meth- 
ods by means of merciless mass criti- 
cism. 

Koganovitch’s report also provides 
for the wide extension of industrial 
and villaze delegate groups in the 
Soviet sections, that is, groups at- 
tacked to and doing the work of the 
Soviets, drawing the delegate groups 
of working and peasant women into 
the work of the district Soviet groups, 
especially in the larze cities.

capitalism lasted. Another portion 
of jhe Party, of which Max Bedacht, 
myself, and another American, 
were the representatives, was dc- 
termined that the Party should as 
quickly as possible cOme out into 
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problems too. He told us wistfully 
that the only free hour he had 
was after midnight on a certain 
day! So, at one minute after mid- 
night we Americans—I think there 
were six of us—filed into a dingy 
little office to meet Lenin. 

Some of our comrades talked too 
much, using precious time that 
should have been left to him. But 
Lenin listened patiently and then 
began unravelling the naive ideas 
of comrades who thought they were 
“more revolutionary” by remaining! 
out of sight of the masses. As I 
recall Lenin’s argument it was a

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LENIN ON ROLE OF THE 
PARTY'S CENTRAL ORGAN 


By V. I. LENIN 


MN OUR, OPINION, the starting 

point of all activities, the final 
practical step towards creating the 
organization we desire, the factor 
which will enable us constantly to 
develop, broaden and deepen that 
organization, is to establish a na- 
tional political newspaper. 


A paper is what we need above 
all; without it we cannot systemat- 
ically carry on that extensive and 
theoretically sound propaganda and 
agitation which is the principal and 
constant duty of the social-demo- 
crats in general, and the essential 
task of the present moment in -par- 
ticular, when interest in politics and 
in questions of Socialism has been 
aroused among wide sections of the 
population. Never before has the 


heed been so strongly felt for sup- 
plementing individual agitation in 
the form of personal influence, local 
leaflets, pamphlets, etc., by a gen- 
eral and regularly conducted agita- 
tion, such as can be carried on only 
with the assistance of a periodical 
press. It would be hardly an exag- 
geration to say that the frequency 
and, regularity of the publication 
(and distribution) of the paper 
would serve as an exact measure of 
the extent to which that primary 
and most essential branch of our 
militant activities has been firmly 
established. 

Finally, it is a political paper we 
need. Without a political organ, a 
political movement deserving that 
name is impossible in. modern Eu- 
rope. Unless we have such a paper,
